FARM BOARD MAKES 
ITS FIRST REPORT 


CONGRESS FRIDAY 


WASHINGTON, 
Dec. .—(<•?>— 
The farm board reported to con- 
gress today that agriculture, 
to 
achieve a par with industry, must 
adjust production to consumption 
and perfect a self-controlled, eco- 
nomic nystern of distribution. 


The flvDt annual report of 
the 
hoard conta'ned the views, along 
with a summary of the past year's 
studies, accomplishments and ex- 
periments. 


Out of its own experience with 
wheat and cotton the board was 
^.ble to tell the legislators that sta- 
bilization operations, without the 
backing of adjusted 
production, 


bn\'e a limited field. 
The board 
mrmbers pointed to the results of 
their own stabilization rl'urts as 
an indication of eo:ne of the 'dif- 
ficulties and hazards" Inolved. 


Particularly the,' said, did 
the 


failure of cotton producers to cur- 
tail acreigo substantially in 1930, 
lead 
to 
defeat 
of 
stabilization 
measure? 


As for wheat, the board said it 


had concluded the world outluok 
would retmJn gloomy through 1937 
with the general price trend down- 
ward. 


"The bdard could see no hope," 
it said, "for arresting such a move- 
ment or preventing its serious con- 
sequences to American wheat far- 
mers by co-operative marketing 
as such, by stabilization measures 
of the type already employed, 
or 


through adapting any of the pro- 
posed measures designed to dis- 
pose of the surplus 
abroad at 
prices below domestic levels. 


"The obvious economic remedy 


* * * is curtailment of production 
* « * so that the tariff might be- 
come effective 
on 
American 
prices."Reforestation Stressed. 


Another 
recommendation 
em- 


phasized by the board, was refor- 
estation, taking up marginal lands 
of little present value to preserve 
them for future years. 
The board said its major activi- 
ties had been devoted to building 
up farmer-owned 
and 
controlled 


marketing systems, done on a re- 
gional or national scale for nearly 
a score of commodities. This maj- 
or long-time undertaking was sup- 
plemented 
with 
the 
emergency 


loans and 
stabilization 
commit- 
ments, totaling a net of $242,639,- 
476. 
During the year it received 
repayments of $43,195,328. which 
returned to the revolving fund for 
other loans. 
At the end of the, 
fiscal year 'outstanding advances 
totaled $148,616,194. 
The stabiliza- 


tion operations up to the 
fiscal 
year end totaled $15,000,000 for cot- 
ton and $90,000,000 for wheat. 
The board was authorized to re- 


ceive, under the fm-m marketing 
act creating it, a revolving fund 
of $500,000,000. Of this $150,000,000 
was appropriated immediately and 
$100,000,000 las April.

In both structures there is 


a certain amount of elasticity. a| 
give-and-take, a quality of ready 
adaptation to the exigencies of the 
situation. 
William James painted just such 


a picture of the normal psychologic 


dividual to whom a sense of pow- 
er has come. "Power not to mind 
things that used to vex him; pow- 
er to concentrate his mind; good 
cheer, good temper— in short a 
firmer, more elastic tone." 
In "nerves" there is a lowering 


of psychologic tension, so that the 
spirit sags with even the slight- 
est weight that is put upon it. Tho 
nervous person cannot be counted 
on to last through an undertaking. 
He is woefully disgusted by his 
lack of capacity for sustained 
ef- 


fort, mental, moral or physical. He 
gives way and lets down just at 
the foment when the moral or phy- 
sical. He give way and lets down 
just at the moment when the nor- 
mal individual braces himself to 
resist the blow that threatens. 


One might almost think that the 


neurotic belonged to the cult of 
Ghandi, the Hindu economist, who 
advocates the policy of non-resist- 
ance as the surest means of final- 
ly getting one's way. 
And now the secret is out, the 


lowered psychological 
tension of 


the neurotic is purposive. 
With 


the lowering of the 
tension 
the 
warp of the personality comes in- 
to view and proves itself to be the 
basic fiber of instinctive desire. 


• This warp remains intact and re- 
sistant when the clastic fiber of 
conscious control loses its tone and 
falls short in making adaptation 
to life. 


The doctor is using no idle fig- 


ure of speech when he tells the 
neurotic patient to pull himself to- 
gether, to brace up, to hit back at 
life with a real punch, to exercise 
his will power and stage a come- 
back. But whoever knew psycho- 
logic tension to be coaxed back by

such exhortations? Only by Betting 
a better understanding of himself 
will the neurotic regain the resil- 
iency of conscious control. 
Another way of describing a ner- 


breakdown is to characterize It as 
a regression to Infantile modes of 
reaction. 
The little child assumes 


no responsibility, epects to be car- 
ried, gets what he wants by cry- 
ing for it, is incapable of sweet 
reasonableness. 


But as the child grows older the 


warp of his personality becomes 
rfiot through with Instinctive Indi- 
vidualism, adaptability, common- 
sense, controlled 
emotions, 
the 


spirit of fair play. By these means 
he develops Into 6. social being, 
and remains so until an attack of| 
"nerves" causes a regression to the 
inelastic 
period of 
early 
child- 


hood. 


Now the fortunate thing about 


psychologic tension is that while It 
way seem lowered, it is not actual- 
ly 'lost. 
It is a living tissue like 


muscle or the walls of the small 
arteries. Sagging muscles and di- 
lated arteries recover their tone 
when disturbing facturs cease their 
action. 
In like manner, psychic 


tension is restored sometimes so 
suddenly that the patient seems 
literally to have "snapped out of" 
the state of inertia. 


Slackness of tension is taken up 


by measures of re-education, by 
gaining insight into the 
devious 


ways of "nerves." 
Loose ends are 


caught up and woven again into 
their proper place in the psychic 
just by talking out with the an- 
alyst or writing down on paper 
every thought that comes into the 
mind. With the return of normal 
tension "nerves" are at an end.
